Washington, D. C. 
March 15, 1956 


The Joint House Senate Economic Committee is pretty certain that the 
business boom has levelled off. 








Recent low levels of unemployment and unused industrial resources have 
limited the pace of further immediate expansion, the committee said in its 
early March report. 


"The challenge for the coming year is thus one of adjusting to a more 
sustainable pattern of balanced growth--of adjusting to a rate consistent 
with rising productivity and growth in the labor force, avoiding excesses 
of inflation and rising prices on the one hand, or renewed recession and 
rising unemployment on the other," the committee said. 


This quotation as well as other parts of the 114-page report indicate 
the committee, which is supposed to recommend policies to keep business 
strong, is not too sure whether the danger is inflation or recession. 


The uncertainty is evident throughout government. Some want to use 
the accelerator; some the brakes; and others to keep hands off everything. 


The monthly report of the President's Council of Economic Advisers 
shows agreement with the Committee as far as the apparent end of the boom 
is concerned. Its collection of charts and statistical data show that the 
uptrend in business activity came to a halt in January and early February. 


Viewed in the proper perspective, however, the halt is impressive. 
January and early February stood just about even with December, which set 
the highest marks ever for most major indices. 


Signs of weakness showed up in key industries. The auto industry 
dropped 83 percent in January, and new housing starts also declined. But, 
a new record was recorded in steel production and paper; chemicals and 
petroleum also recorded increases. 


An interesting court decision in the fair trade field was handed down 
by the U. S. District Court in Baltimore. In a case involving Eastman 
Kodak Co., the court ruled that a package sale of fair-traded and nonfair- 
traded products can't be protected as a fair-traded commodity. 





In view of the rapidly growing number of stationery stores handling 
camera outfits, this sort of decision should be followed with interest, 
though it is not binding outside of Maryland. 





The suit was brought by Eastman to enforce its uniform pricing policy 
On a package deal covering a camera, flash holder, bulbs and film. In 
essence, the court ruled that the packages are an aggregation of components 
and are not new commodities. While a new, or existing product may be fair- 
traded at the manufacturer's option, the aggregation cannot. 


Sales expenses of stationers are likely to advance starting next July 
lst as a result of the advancing legislation to pay for an increased high- 
way program out of the pockets of highway users. The private expenses of 
running an automobile would also increase. 





The so-called Boggs bill is moving ahead in the House with the backing 
of the truckers' lobby, which was given the chief credit last year for 
killing a highway bill because the burden of increased taxes was laid on 
trucks rather than private automobiles. 


Under the terms of the bill, as of next July lst, the federal gasoline 
tax would advance to three cents per gallon from the present two cents, and 
the tire tax would climb to eight cents per pound from five cents. 


The American Bar Association is requesting Congress to establish an 
eight-year statute of limitations on fraudulent tax returns. At present, 
there is a six-year statute of limitations on criminal prosecutions, but 
none at all on the assessment of a 50 percent penalty. 








Nobody makes any excuses for the taxpayer who is dishonest, but the 
lack of a specific statute of limitations can be very hard on the honest 
taxpayer who doesn't think to hold on to his records for his lifetime. 


The ABA said, "At present, no taxpayer can with assurance destroy his 
financial records, including his cancelled checks, merely because they are 
five or six or ten years old. A business may not destroy its invoices and 
other original records merely because a large number of years has elapsed." 


Competition with stationers represented by mail order greeting card 
outfits may be curtailed. A subcommittee of the House Post Office 
Committee has been holding hearings on legislation designed to outlaw the 
sending of unordered merchandise through the mails. 








Representatives of several mail order card companies testified that 
such legislation would severely hamper their business. It seems they have 
a practice of sending greeting cards on approval year after year, once they 
have received an initial order. 


One of the witnesses testified that he also did a thriving mail order 
business in stationery, gifts and novelties, but stated that these were sold 
only on prepaid orders.

D° you know the extent of your 
losses to shoplifters ? 

If you don’t and can’t afford loss- 
es up to 20 percent, you'd better take 
a good look at this ugly pilferage 
problem which faces us today. It 
needs your attention, for its effect 
on business has been enormous. 

It's an appalling problem, a real 
major profit-shrinker. Yet, scores of 
dealers continue to ignore it . . . or at 
least don’t recognize its magnitude. 
If you are among them, reconsider. 
Take it for the serious problem it is. 
Design a program to combat shop- 
lifting. The fact that so many have 
done so little, despite the fabulous 
increase in the amount of shoplifting 
in recent years, speaks clearly that 
the problem hasn’t been taken ser- 
iously. 

Pilferage losses have increased by 
50 percent since 1947. And it’s not a 
question of pennies, or even merely 
dollars. Millions of dollars worth of 
merchandise is lost through this 
channel daily, according to survey 
figures. Some variety stores have re- 
ported losses up to 20 percent. 

Maybe your individual problem 
isn't that big, but you — like the 
test of us — undoubtedly have a 
problem. Fortunately there are a 
great many things we can do to re- 
duce these losses. The first — and 
tasily the most important — is to 
tecognize the extensiveness of the 
problem. That done you can deter- 
mine the extent to which you are 
affected, examine the many remedial 
steps that have been designed and 
select which are best for you. You 
may decide to do little, but don’t 
ignore the existence of the problem. 
It's real, and it’s a big factor in your 
profit picture. 

A program to reduce these losses 
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is not difficult to carry out. It just 
needs your attention. 

Consider the numerous steps you 
can take to cope with this problem. 
Some can be accomplished individu- 
ally; some should be done on a 
cooperative basis. Among those rem- 
edial steps you can take, the proper 
education of your employees is 
doubtlessly the most important. They 
should know the ways of the shop- 
lifter. Your clerks can observe much 
more when they know what they are 
looking for. 

Baggy coats, open handbags and 
umbrellas are well known danger 
signs, but there are many more. 
Your employees should be made 
aware of the “many more.” Police 
departments will willingly list meth- 
ods of operation to watch for, and 
will keep you aware of new ap- 
proaches and gimmicks if you will 
express interest. 

The importance of employee edu- 
cation overshadows many of the 
other steps you can take, although 
they are likewise of value. First, you 
should check your house-keeping. A 
New York protection agent last fall 
estimated that 50 percent of shop- 
lifting losses were caused by poor 
storekeeping. Again, the solution is 
easy if you'll give it your attention. 

Then, the instigation of improved 
employee package control is another 
step to reduce loss, although only 
the large stores are finding this a big 
problem. Another large-store man- 
euver is the installation of closed- 
circuit television ““watching’’ systems,

which has recently been accomplish- 
ed with success in Cleveland. 

Also, cooperative actions are pro- 
ducing some of the best results today. 
Retail trade associations, stimulated 
by your awareness of the problem, 
can be gigantic forces in reducing 
pilferage. And, because these actions 
are by groups, they place little bur- 
den on you as an individual dealer. 

In Florida and Massachusetts the 
results of retail groups in bringing 
about action to curb shoplifting has 
been particularly noticeable recently. 
Your attention to the problem can 
do as much in your area. 

Tampa's Merchants Association is 
sponsoring a program which calls for 
the establishment of a card index 
and description file on all persons 
convicted of shoplifting in the 
state. The program would be oper- 
ated by the Florida State Retailers 
Association with full cooperation of 
local groups and police departments. 

In Boston the Retail Trade Board 
produced convincing testimony 
which helped pass legislation that 
authorized the hiring of new assist- 
ant district attorneys, one of whom 
is assigned the full-time task of de- 
tecting and preventing fraud—es- 
pecially shoftlifting. 

The means — both individual and 
cooperative — to halt ever-increasing 
losses from shoplifting are available 
to you. Employ them. 

You can’t end shoplifting losses, 
but you can reduce them and boost 
your profit margin. It just needs your 
attention. 
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N°? matter how good it is the greeting card depart- 
ment of any stationery, office supply or department 
store is never so “hot’’ that it can’t double its volume! 

Working on this premise, Mrs. Louis Chumley, sta- 
tionery buyer for Lord’s Department Store in Evanston, 
Ill. accomplished just such a spectacular increase during 
1955. And the magnitude of the accomplishment takes 
on even more significant proportions when it is consid- 
ered that Lord’s greeting card business was exceptionally 
high when the year started. 

For eight years Lord’s has enjoyed one of the big- 
gest greeting card businesses in the fashionable Chicago 
suburb, but Mrs. Chumley set out to increase it in 1955. 
She introduced a seven-point merchandising plan that 
produced—not sporadically, but in a steady, year-long 
pull—the amazing doubled volume figure. 


Seven-Point Program 

Including some things old and some things new, 
here are the seven points that formed the basis foi 
Lord's 1955 program: 

1. Revamped card racks and displays, expanding 
upward to the seasonal rushes rather than letting them 
cut into the department. 

2. More window displays for both seasonal and 
everyday cards. 

3. Increased stress on promotion and promotional 
tie-in. 

Addition of enthusiasm to the sales formula. 

5. Greater variety of cards. 

6. Promotion of Christmas cards with insert mail- 
ings. 

7. Almost continuous pushing of seasonal cards 
by launching new seasons right on the “coat tails” of 
the old. 

Lord’s more than had a program. Mrs. Chumley 
made it work. 

There were two outstanding features in the revamp- 
ing of displays and the card racks. First, prior to 1955, 
everyday cards were kept in black pockets most of the 
time because space had to be cleared for the special 
cards, such as those for Valentine’s Day and Easter. 
After a season ended it was almost useless to get them

into open display again knowing they'd have to go back 
into the pockets upon the arrival of the next season. 
Mrs. Chumley opened 1955 by obtaining six new display 
racks to take care of the seasonal cards, and then taking 
the everydays out of their black pockets once and for 
all. Now, 14 original racks show everydays in open 
display all year around. 

Says Mrs. Chumley: “The difference is terrific. | 
think this one point has made most of the increase, 
because the everydays keep right on selling through 
the seasons instead of dropping off as the seasonals come 
in. Those old black pockets may not have cost much, 
but we see now how expensive they were!” 

The window display was increased from one wif 
dow 10 days out of the month for greeting cards toa 
fulltime window for the stationery department, giving 
cards much greater display. The card suppliers provide 
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The first step in doubling the volume of its greeting card department was 
Lord’s expansion of its merchandising facilities. Six new display racks were 
installed for seasonal cards so that everyday cards could remain on display 
also during seasonal rushes. The new display section is shown here.

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Digging for the right card brings no 
frowns in Lord’s greeting card depart- 
ment. In fact, in this department where 
enthusiasm is all-important, the sales- 
girls dig in with a fervor equal to that of 
the customer. 
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Another place where enthusiasm helps in the greeting card 
department is in the replacement of cards. Empty racks at- 
tract customers to the spots where selection is the poorest. 
Lord’s clerks keep the racks filled with enthusiasm. In the 
above picture the cards were removed to illustrate the point. 
The customer shown went immediately to the emptied rack. 


point-of-sale material which Mrs. Chumley believes in 
using to its fullest extent. 


“Tickles Their Memory” 

The result has been a definite spurt. Mrs. Chumley 
can tell this because the cards that are featured in the 
window nearly always are those which are in demand 
inside, and an estimated four out of ten customers will 
ask to see something “like the ones in the window.” 

“There's no question in my mind that the window 
displays frequently remind passers-by of birthdays or 
anniversaries, or of friends recuperating from illnesses,” 
says Mrs. Chumley. “The window tickles their memories 
and we make more sales.” 

Tying in with promotions, Mrs. Chumley thinks, 
is something too often overlooked in card departments. 
There were 10 major promotions at Lord’s last year in 
which she participated by displaying the merchandise 
prominently and getting all personnel in the department 
to add a bit of extra push. For the biggest promotion of 
all, Christmas, she put signs throughout the store telling 
where the card department was. In addition, she placed 
an “outpost” on the second floor to stimulate business 
and remind shoppers of the big first-floor department. 

Enthusiasm is a big ingredient which, actually, the 
department always had. But with the added space it 
could take more concrete form. For instance, empty 
spots in the display can’t sell merchandise and shows 
a lack of enthusiasm in the sales girls. Nowadays when 
there’s an empty spot, Mrs. Chumley says, “ it’s of migh- 
ty short duration.” 

Increased lines were made possible with the added 
space, and they paid off. Mrs. Chumley now carries about 
25 percent more variety than the former big department 
did giving her what she claims is the biggest assortment 
of greeting cards in Evanston. 

“There are many shades of personality,” she says. 
“We have to match them all in our cards. We've added 
more cut and clever cards, Slim Jims and new captions, 
giving us greater appeal to the customer who finds it 
hard to get what he wants.” 
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Mailing Inserts 

Inserts for cards are used for the Christmas seasog 
only, and 60,000 of these are sent out with monthly 
statements to store customers. They refer to the big Yule 
selection, pointing out that a customer has 5,000 choice 
at Lord’s. These go to customers, of course, who sh 
regularly at Lord’s, impressing them with the selection 
before they can buy elsewhere. 

Getting a jump on the seasons is another import 
ant factor in the increased volume. The system at Lord's 
is to get the new seasonal display up as soon as the pre- 
vious is ended. Valentine cards, for instance, go up the 
first week of January. Easter cards go up in late Febru. 
ary. This helps, says Mrs. Chumley, because people have 
a longer time to make up their minds to buy these season. 
al cards, and it helps especially with the customers who 
ordinarily send out Christmas cards and then forget 
about greetings for a whole year. Getting them out early 
helps sell non-users. 

There’s no sensational appeal in Lord's seven-point 
plan. But it represents good sound merchandising that 
produced sensational results by doubling a “hot” de 
partment’s volume. 
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The Christmas gift wrap promotion used 
by Nieman-Marcus of Dallas, Tex. has 
proved extremely successful and could 
easily have a productive application to 
other seasons. Shown here are examples of 
the artistic types of wraps used in the 
program. The lettering identified the ex- 
amples to the descriptive material which 
was part of the promotion. The store 
charged 50 cents for each gift wrap unless 
the item cost over one hundred dollars. 
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Shown is the attractive modern front of the Kankakee owned 
and operated Utility Stationery Store on its opening day recent- 
ly. The store is the eighth in the Utility chain and the first 


outside metropolitan Chicago.

The Kankakee store, which is in- 
dependently owned and operated by 
H. C. Johnson under the first such 
arrangement employed by Utility, was 
opened January 30. The store is com- 


plete with business machine, office 
furniture, business forms, commercial 
stationery and office supply depart- 
ments. 

M. E. Wolf, president of Utility, 
announced plans for the Milwaukee 
store. The corner property of Milwau- 
kee’s Century Building has been leased 
and will be completely remodeled. A 
new attractive store front and air con- 
ditioning will be included in the re- 
juvenation of the building. 

Complete lines of all major manu- 
facturers in the office furniture, busi- 
ness machine and stationery fields will 
be carried in this store also, according 
to Wolf’s announcement.

The Path to Sales Supetiority 


This Chicago Salesman so thrives on competition that, while 
winning almost all his company’s contests, he has compiled 


an amazing sales record. 


His “Beat Yesterday Book” 


provides competition with himself when other is lacking 


H ow intense the value of earnest 

competition is to a salesman in 
the stationery and office equipment 
field is well illustrated by one of Chi- 
cago’s leading salesmen. He is Vin- 
cent Belgarbo, a 17-year veteran with 
Horder’s whose sales volume has 
steadily grown although his stature 
—a slight 5’ 4’—hasn'’t. 

In an area where stationery and 
office equipment salesmen compete 
in one of the country’s juiciest mar- 
kets, this cheerful mite thrives on 
competition. 

“We haven’t held a sales contest 
here that Belgarbo hasn’t won, or 
come close to winning,” reflects Har- 
old W. Jacobsen, president of Hol- 
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der’s. And the victories have contin- 
ued despite increases in the sales- 
man’s contest quotas. 

In connection with the contests, 
Belgarbo says that he likes to have 
his quotas increased. “It adds spice 
to the competition,” he explains. For 
one who likes competition as Belgar 
bo does, contests are a picnic. 

But there aren't enough contests, 
so Belgarbo has devised his own gim- 
mick to maintain competitive pres- 
sure. He has a “Beat Yesterday 
Book” with which he is constantly in 
competition, improving his own 
marks. As a result of this desire for 
competition, Belgarbo has compiled 
an amazing sales record. 


Sincerity In a Salesman 

Belgarbo, however, thinks that 
there is much more to it. The com- 
petition is a strong motivator—the 
thing that flavors selling and drives 
one to superiority, according to this 
salesman, but it is another charactet- 
istic that makes a person a success 
ful salesman, ready to compete with 
the many other successful salesmen. 
This characteristic is sincerity. 

Sincerity in a salesman, Belgarbo 
explains, reflects itself in three major 
ways and many minor ones. First, it 
reflects in your desire to be helpful; 
not necessarily to sell. Second, it re 
flects in your cheerfulness and friend- 
liness. Third, it reflects in the mat- 
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ner in which you try to convince 
people that you are interested in 
them. If a salesman—so goes this 
line of thinking—can be sincerely in- 
terested in the people he deals with 
and sincerely friendly, he is a suc- 
cess. Real sincerity is his strongest 
weapon. 

It is easy to see the application of 
Belgarbo’s contention that the sales- 
man’s most helpful characteristic is 
sincerity when you fit it to the orig- 
inator of the thought. His every 
word and action speaks sincerity. 
There is no doubt that he is sincerely 
interested in everything and every- 
one around him, and desirous of 
helping. His constant smile speaks 
for his friendliness and cheerfulness. 


Viewpoints Differ 

Veteran salesmen everywhere de- 
velop their own little techniques and 
methods and Belgarbo is no excep- 
tion. His general methods of oper- 
ation differ from widely accepted 
practices in at least two specific in- 
stances. Whereas many top-notch 
salesmen consider regularity of the 
calls on various accounts of utmost 
importance, Belgarbo doesn’t. Sim- 
ilarly, while most top sellers feel that 
it is essential to spend considerable 
time in ‘on your own” product re- 
search, Belgarbo doesn't. 

In fact, he makes a point to keep 
his accounts from expecting him on 
given days and does no ‘“‘outside” 
research. He also presents a strong 
case for his contentions. 

In order to cover his territory 
most effectively, which is a large area 
on Chicago's near westside, Belgarbo 
has divided his territory into sec- 
tions, and these sections are covered 
in regular order. Such an arrange- 
ment prevents unnecessary travelling 
and provides good flexibility in sche- 
duling. If the development of new 
accounts in a given territory and pro- 
viding an extra service to an old ac- 
count delays the schedule, nothing 
is hurt. Yet, there is a schedule to 
assure complete coverage of the as- 
signed territory. 

Under a schedule where the ac- 
counts are expecting calls on specific 
days, Belgarbo points out, it would 
be necessary to forego assisting old 
accounts and developing new ones, 
to disappoint the expectant account 
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or to waste valuable time driving 
unnecessary and costly distances. In 
connection with this point, Belgarbo 
says that interruptions of your sales 
schedules are unavoidable. He plans 
for them. 


Unavoidable Interruptions 

Besides taking the form of new 
accounts and services, these schedule 
interruptions show up when it is 
necessary to handle a special com- 
plaint, give a special demonstration 
or deliver a special item to insure 
that its the proper thing. 

For these reasons Belgarbo avoids 
establishing regular calls whenever 
possible. Thus, he avoids the possible 
offending of some accounts and pro- 
vides much greater “over-all regu- 
larity.” 

While avoiding these things, Bel- 
garbo’s schedule guarantees complete 
coverage, and that, says this sales- 
man, “‘is the hardest thing for a sales- 
man to achieve.” 

On the subject of research, the 
Horder veteran does not contend 
that it is unnecessary, but confines 
his activities to searches for infor- 
mation which is specifically request- 
ed by customers. Research for the 
sake of learning is, of course, com- 
mendable, according to Belgarbo, 
but too frequently can be time wast- 
ed. 

“With time as valuable as it is to 
the salesman,’ says Belgarbo, ‘‘we 
can't afford to put many hours into 
compiling vast stores of information 
that we might just need some day. 
First, the time can be used where 
we know it will have a value, and 
second, the field is too big and 
changes too rapid to keep up. You 
can’t guess in what area you'll need 
information.” 

So, he confines his research to 
ferreting out information needed by 
his clients. 

Belgarbo’s selling approach takes 
you back to his contentions about 
sincerity. 


Sincerity in Approach 
“I just feel that I can help my 
accounts with each visit,” he relates. 
“So many things come up that we 
are aware of and the account isn’t, 
that its a pleasure to get around and 
pass on information and assistant- 


ance. Knowing that you can do this 
gives you a good feeling . . . makes 
you happy about your calls. I guess 
this is where you get sincerely cheer- 
ful.” 

“Just to make sure, though, that 
I'm going to be helpful I always get 
in mind something new to talk 
about,” Belgarbo explains. “I want 
the account to know that I've got 
some other reason for being there 
than just to take an order. I like to 
help them; not sell them. I like even 
more for them to know that.” 

He continues, “This business of 
having something to talk about that’s 
new is especially important to me, 
for I can't tell jokes and ‘shoot the 
breeze’.” 

The sincerity of a salesman, ac- 
cording to Belgarbo, makes him a 
success. You couple with this a 
yearning for competition .. . a thriv- 
ing on it, and you have an extremely 
successful salesman. 

Such a salesman, complete with 
“Beat Yesterday Book” to signal his 
love of competition, is Vincent Bel- 
garbo of Horder’s. 





A long-time employee of Horder’s, Bel- 
garbo has a strong loyalty to his com- 
pany. Here the standout salesman looks 
through the Horder catalogue, one of 
the most complete in the industry before 
carrying his information to some account.

But, regardless of what hours you 
set aside for self-improvement, these 
are the suggested points to consider. 





Proper Attitude 

As a stationery and office supply 
salesman you should from time to 
time re-indoctrinate yourself with the 
importance of your job and ask your- 
self some soul-searching questions: 


Question No. 1 

Is what I am doing important? 
Make an effort to see the benefits 
derived by the user from your pro 
ducts and services.

Question No. 2 

Do you feel your product lines are 
good ones, i.e., with the price being 
charged for them? If you don’t, then 
you may have bought too many com- 
petitiv e and customer criticisms. Such 
doubts in your own mind must be 
dispelled or you might as well seek 
something else to sell. For example, 
it is rather easy for you to say there 
is no future in selling this or that 
product as sales are declining. Yet, if 
you look around you will probably 
find some competitive salesman each 
year selling more of this or that item 
than he has ever sold before because 
he believes in the product and is on 
the outlook for new markets and 
new customers. 


Question No. 3 

Do you believe in your company’s 
policies and your leadership? It is 
very easy for you to decide your com- 
pany and your superiors are wrong. 
If they are “wrong” too many times, 
you better check yourself for you 
might be the one that is wrong. 
If you find, after honest appraisal, 
that you are not wrong then maybe 
you should look for a new working 
situation. Usually, however, if you 
try to prove your leaders right in- 
stead of wrong to your customers, 
you will find success will come your 
way. 


Question No. 4 

Do you believe in your customers ? 
Evaluate each customer and pros- 
pective customer frequently not only 
as to potential, but as to individual 
habits and idiosyncracies. You will, 
then, find yourself spending more 
time on high potential accounts and 
figuring how they can be sold rather 
than giving up and selling only the 
casy to sell, less challenging buyers 
who represent smaller volume. 


Willingness to Do More 
Question No. 5 

Do you try to improve a little 
each day? What you accomplish any 
one day may seem minor and it pro- 
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Success 


bably will be, but these minor im- 
provements will ‘“‘snow-ball” over a 
period of time and result in more 
sales. 


Question No. 6 

Do you keep trying? If you fail 
to sell a customer do you give up? 
If you fail to sell one product in 
your line do you give up? If you 
have been — don’t. If you will look 
around you will find somebody who 
is selling that tough customer or 
product you say can’t be sold. Find 
out how he does it. 


Effective Time Utilization 
Question No. 7 

Have you checked yourself at the 
end of a day or week and tried to 
account for how you spent your 
time? If you will just once, you will 
find it will pay-off. You probably 
will resolve not to waste so much 
time travelling extra miles necessi- 
tated because you didn’t plan the 
buyers you were going to call on. 
Instead of making personal calls in 
some instances you may find you can 
save time and even get more sales 
by telephoning some buyers. A furth- 
er check as to how you use your 
time may make you question whether 
or not a second cup of coffee in the 
morning or afternoon is robbing you 
of valuable selling time. Also you 
may decide that too much general 
conversation is gaining little for you 
and with some buyers that too long 
and too frequent calls are losing 
rather than gaining business for you. 


Product Knowledge 
Question No. 8 

Do buyers ask you questions about 
your products which you can’t an- 
swer? You may never be able to 
learn all there is to know about so 
many products as you have in your 
stationery, office equipment, and of- 
fice supply lines, but a few minutes 
a day devoted to increasing your pro- 
duct knowledge by concentrating on 
first one item and then another item 
and their many uses, you will soon 


find yourself prepared for most sell- 
ing situations. 


Selling Skill 
Question No. 9 

Do you learn new selling phrases, 
techniques, and ways of handling 
different customers each day? It is 
very easy to become rusty at selling 
and still be calling on buyers every 
day. New techniques and phrases are 
an inspiration to see customers and 
prospects to try your newly acquired 
ideas and skills. If you aren’t devel- 
oping new sales approaches, you will 
find bit by bit you drop certain suc- 
cessful sales techniques which you 
fail to replace. If you haven't record- 
ed some of your sales presentations 
—do. You will find that you will 
become your number one critic. 


Question No. 10 

Are you trying each call to find 
out more about your present custo- 
mers and those who might be a user 
of your service or product? Keep 
abreast of your customers problems. 
Help them with improvement, and 
no competitive salesman will have 
a chance. Also be always on the alert 
for new buyers and new outlets for 
your product or service. Otherwise 
you may find competitive channels 
of distribution taking over your 
market leaving you only the crumbs 
of business left by more successful 
competitors. 

Your sales manager can help you 
get to a mediocre level of sales suc- 
cess. You can read books on selling, 
trade publications on your product, 
talk to other salesmen and find out 
how they do this or that, handle this 
customer or some other customer; 
but star level selling is going to come 
to you largely through self-analysis, 
self-diagnosis, and self-improvement. 

Daily reflections on your activities, 
reconstructing each call followed by 
analysis of why you succeeded or 
failed will mean more customers, 
more sales, at less cost which leads 
to more money for you, Mr. Sales- 
man.
